CLAIMS  for  damages  or  deficiencies  to  receive  consideration  must  be 
made  promptly  upon  receipt  of  goods. 

RATES  apply  as  follows:  When  10  trees  and  not  over  50  are  ordered, 
the  price  will  be  2^  cents  per  tree  more  than  the  price  per  100. 
Orders  for  50  trees  or  more  up  to  300,  when  not  less  than  10  trees 
of  each  variety,  will  be  charged  at  the  price  per  100.  Orders  for 
300  trees  or  more,  when  not  less  than  10  trees  of  each  variety,  will 
be  charged  for  at  the  price  per  1000. 

TELEGRAMS — Use  Nurseryman’s  Telegraphic  Code,  copy  of  which  we 
will  mail  upon  request.  In  connection  with, this  we  give  a cipher 
word  for  each  grade.  When  this  cipher  word  is  used  either  in  mail 
or  telegraphic  orders  no  other  description  of  the  stock  is  necessary.
